Claims 1-36 are pending in the instant application. 

The translation of the foreign priority papers has been entered and made of record, 
accordingly, Applicant has overcome the outstanding rejection in accordance with 37 CFR 1.55. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-36 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1 , the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 1, and specifically comprising the limitation of 
forming an insulating material for covering end portions, washing a surface of the anode with a 
porous sponge, performing a vacuum heating immediately before a layer containing an organic 
compound is formed, forming the layer containing an organic compound. 

Regarding claims 2-6, claims 2-6 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 1 because 
of their dependency status from claim 1 . 

Regarding claim 7, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 7, and specifically comprising the limitation of 
forming an anode, washing a surface of the anode with a porous sponge, forming an insulating 
material for covering end portions of the anode, performing a vacuum heating immediately 
before a layer containing an organic compound is formed, forming the layer containing an 
organic compound.

Regarding claims 8-12, claims 8-12 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 7 
because of their dependency status from claim 7. 

Regarding claim 13, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 13, and specifically comprising the limitation 
of forming an anode, washing a surface of the anode with a porous sponge, forming an 
insulating material for covering end portions of the anode, washing the surface of the anode with 
a porous sponge, performing a vacuum heating immediately before a layer containing an 
organic compound is formed.

Regarding claims 14-18, claims 14-18 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 13 
because of their dependency status from claim 13. 

Regarding claim 19, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 19, and specifically comprising the limitation 
of forming an insulating material for covering end portions of the anode, washing a surface of 
the anode with a porous sponge, performing a vacuum heating immediately before a layer 
containing an organic compound is formed, forming the layer containing an organic compound. 

Regarding claims 20-24, claims 20-24 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 19 
because of their dependency status from claim 19. 

Regarding claim 25, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 25, and specifically comprising the limitation 
of forming an insulating material for covering end portions of the anode, washing a surface of 
the anode with a porous sponge, forming a layer containing a first organic compound which is 
in contact with the anode by a coating method, performing a vacuum heating immediately 
before a layer containing a second organic compound is formed. 
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Regarding claims 26-30, claims 26-30 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 25 
because of their dependency status from claim 25. 

Regarding claim 31 , the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 31, and specifically comprising the limitation 
of forming an insulating material which covers an end part of the anode, washing a surface of 
the anode with a porous sponge, conducting a heating in an inactive atmosphere, performing a 
vacuum heating immediately before a layer containing an organic compound is formed. 

Regarding claims 32 and 33, claims 32 and 33 are allowable for the reasons given in 
claim 31 because of their dependency status from claim 31. 

Regarding claim 34, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 34, and specifically comprising the limitation 
of washing a surface of the anode with a porous sponge, conducting a heating in an inactive 
atmosphere, irradiating the anode with an ultraviolet light, performing a vacuum heating 
immediately before a layer containing an organic compound is formed. 

Regarding claims 35 and 36, claims 35 and 36 are allowable for the reasons given in 
claim 34 because of their dependency status from claim 34.
